' "set themselves to the undertaking. And

" ClarTa nation evadeiiliis''duty to civiliza- 
tion which. America so obviously owes?- 
•"We should like to know what becomes of 
all the foolish, selfish, tawdry talk about 
isolation in the face of this responsibility ?

His visionary association^of nations may 
or may not lead him into the League, but 
it is unquestionably and irresislibly lead- 
ing him. straight toward the goal of organ- 
izing the world against watand frr-pcaee.

i-d, it is a deplorable circumstance, but 
nevertheless quite justified by the ends 
sought. Banditry of every sort has forced 
communities and cities and individuals to

property. On the same day Governor 
Blainc protests the use of marine guards 
on mail trains—on the same day the ofii- 
cials of Brown county arc proposing to 
show the government it cannot follow such 
u policy in this territory—we read of no 
less than six cases of banditry about the 
country. In one of them loot to the 
amount of $60.000 was secured. Down 
in Indiana a gang of five mail train rob- 
bers was captured. 


AVc profess to know nothing about the 


circumstances of the unfortunate shooting 
at I)cPere. 
A\)c are inclined to believe 


that neither the governor nor the local au- 
thorities know the full 
circumstances. 


They arc probably getting their informa- 
tion chiefly from the men fired upon. 
"Whatever the facts may show, it remains 
that these men were where they had no 
business to be. From, the standpoint of the 
government's decision to protect "the mails 
they were in qiiite the same position as the 
mail seeking irregular entrance into a 
house at night. He may be playing a 
prank, but he is exposing himself to the 
peril of being mistaken for a burglar^and 
shot. 


The right and duty of the government 


to protect the mails are unquestioned, and 
its efforts in this direction should have the 
approval and support of the public. The 
mails are a form of property which de- 
mands special safeguarding. Their safety 
is more important than the security of oth- 
, er Muds of property, and yet the security 
of all property is a fundamental obligation 
resting upon government. If required, 
the obligation must be discharged even at 
the point of the gun. Let us imagine that 
bandits robbed the mails in Appleton and 
got away with. say. $100,000 and the 
losses fell upon our own citizens. Let us 
imagine that on the same day men caught 
boarding a mail car ut night down in Tex- 
as were fired upon and wounded by 
guards. It is pretty certain our sympa- 
thies -Avould be decidedly on the side of 
property protection. 
AVc are inclined to 


believe it will be found on investigation' 
that the marine guard who did^he shoot- 
in z at DoPere acted within his instructions 
and that those instructions were within 
the legal right of, the-navy department. 
It is a matter oJLdeep, regret-that-a^m-aiL 
was dangerously wounded, "and it is easy:- 
to sympathize with~lrim in his predicament, 
but it also is well to bear in mind that the 
purposes of the government are lawful 
and laudablerAn"d2that"-tlie/thing'of first- 
importance is to see that the mails are 
protected.
